FOR the purpose of requiring, on or after a certain date, certain crab pots placed in the
waters of the State for commercial purposes to meet certain requirements; and
generally relating to the commercial crab harvest in the State.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Natural Resources
4-813.

ON OR AFTER JUNE 1, 2011, A NEW CRAB POT PLACED IN THE WATERS OF
THE STATE FOR COMMERCIAL PURPOSES SHALL BE:

(1) BIODEGRADABLE; OR
(2) OUTFITTED WITH A BIODEGRADABLE PANEL DESIGNED TO

ALLOW CRABS AND OTHER MARINE ORGANISMS TO ESCAPE FROM THE CRAB
POT IF THE CRAB POT IS LOST OR ABANDONED.
